Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the background art does not disclose a DMA 
command queue, nor that the DMA commands 122 in SRAM 112 are not in any particular order or not in a sequence to 
have called thereon "a queue", wherein a queue is an ordered list of commands. The examiner contended that a queue 
references, as previously noted in the June 3, 2005 Official Action, "a sequence of stored data or programs, or 
instructions awaiting processing", a data structure from which the first item that can be retrieved is the one stored 
earliest (Computer Science Dictionary). Any two or more commands in a single storage device awaiting processing can 
be considered as "a command queue". Applicant proposed to amend the claims and further define the queue as being 
an ordered list of DAM commands. Further weight would be given to applicant's proposed changes when filing a proper 
response . 
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
